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“BOOKLISTINGS” 


A letter has come from one of the larger Eastern libraries sug- 
gesting that The Booklist include foreign book titles as a regular 
feature. This library serves a considerable foreign population and 
contains books in nineteen languages. To list enough books, in 
enough languages, to give it real help in selection would be a tre- 
mendous undertaking for The Booklist staff and one somewhat be- 
yond its present scope. But the suggestion is an interesting one and, 
if enough small libraries would benefit therefrom, it might be adopted 
on a small and limited scale. We should like an expression of 
opinion from the smaller libraries which buy foreign books, as to 
their specific need for such service from The Booklist. Perhaps a 
short list, in one foreign language, might be run each month, going 
in rotation through French, German, Italian, Spanish, modern Greek, 
and any other languages for which a sufficient demand should be 
expressed. 


The Highway Education Board, Willard Bldg., Washington, 
D. C., announces a national safety essay contest open to all pupils 
of the fifth, sixth, seventh and eighth grades. Each essay is to be 
five hundred words or less in length, and on the subject “Highway 
safety habits I should learn.” There are three national and numerous 
state awards. 


The James Tait Black memorial prize (London) was awarded to 
Percy Lubbock’s Earlham as the best biography and to Garnett’s 
Lady into fox for the best work of fiction of the year 1922. 


Dodd, Mead & Co. in collaboration with The Pictorial Review 
and Famous Players organization offer a $13,500 prize for a novel 
suitable for book form and motion picture adaptation. This is open 
to new authors only, in the United States. 


The Cosmopolis Press, publishers of Crucibles of crime, offer 
a $1,000 prize for the best manuscript in scenario or short story form 
presenting the American jail as a force in the creation of criminals 
and the fostering of crime. Manuscripts should be sent to Contest 
Department, Cosmopolis Press, 257 W. 71st St., New York City.

The author’s experience has been gained in households where liberal 
allowances are devoted to the care of children; nevertheless she offers 
all mothers much practical advice which is the result of living with and 
enjoying her children. “Going for a walk,” “Reading aloud,” “Condemned 
to town” are a few suggestive chapters. Written in a pleasant informal 
way. Author is daughter-in-law of England’s ex-premier.

The fifth of the Background books, in which the author follows 
Questor, who typifies the youthful idealistic college graduate, in his search 
for his “guiding star.” Reiterates the charge of materialism against pres- 
ent-day civilization and its consequent obscuring of life’s values and in 
poetic language acclaims nature as the true source of inspiration.

A scientific discussion of the “mental determinants of moral energy,’ 
involving a consideration of personality, the inner life, concentration, ee, 
emotional forces and personal ascendancy, in the light of the most recent 
findings of psychology. While non-technical, it is not the usual popular- 
ized “mental tonic.”

Brewster, Edwin Tenney. The understanding of religion.

Opening with a confession of ignorance about theology this professor 
of astronomy and geology assembles his wide knowledge of history and 
science to define religion and to clear up some of the confusions that 
result from a failure to interpret our religious teachings in the light of 
history and the scientific knowledge of the time. Very readable.

Brierley, Mrs Susan Sutherland. An introduction to psychol- 
ogy.

Not a formal textbook but a readable discussion of the scope and 
method of psychology and some of the general problems which the sub- 
ject presents. Aim is “to present a consistent point of view with regard 
to some of the outstanding controversies,” principally that of the relation 
of psychoanalysis to psychology. Bibliography and index.

Book is deeply religious in essentials though entirely unorthodox. 
Stresses the limitation of religion due to its preoccupation with death 
and life after death and argues for a religion of birth, pointing toward 
life and not its end. Author is an ardent feminist and her book is pas- 
sionately sincere and intellectually stimulating.

For the 
average parent.

A recital of incidents in the progress of the policy of prohibition and 
in the enforcement of the eighteenth amendment, by the U. S. commis- 
sioner of prohibition. He discusses among other topics the moonshine 
still, the highjacker, poison liquor and state and federal responsibility. 
Very readable. Brief foreword by President Harding.

A well-organized text which affords an excellent introduction to the 
purposive, as opposed to the mechanistic school of psychology. For stu- 
dents and professional psychologists.

N.Y.Revell, 
1923. 160p. $1.25. 


Author tells how he purchased a small garment factory, in reality a 
sweat-shop, at a time of business depression, increased the payroll, estab- 
lished a profit-sharing plan and soon found it necessary to expand its 
quarters in order to take care of the increased output. The manufac- 
turer was actuated by strong religious convictions and confesses himself 
astonished to discover that his application of the golden rule constituted 
good business as well. No literary value, but full of human interest.

In a critical analysis of the phenomena of telepathy, clairvoyance, ma- 
terialization and of the theosophical movement, the author summarizes 
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the work of several contemporary mediums, and in a fair, unbiased pres- 
entation of the subject indicates how such phenomena stripped of their 
supernatural guise “may be found to agree with the very facts they would 
seem to contradict in the field of material science.’

The anonymous author of The mirrors of Downing street (Booklist, 
17:249, Ap 21) and The glass of fashion (Booklist, 18:47, N 21) here at- 
tempts to trace the main current of human thought from the age of 
Socrates down to the present time. Interpretive chapters on Socrates, 
Aristotle, Jesus, Augustine, Erasmus, Cromwell and Wesley are linked 
together in interesting fashion and pervaded by a high ethical spirit. 
Work is biased by a preconceived thesis but is stimulating and worth 
while and is presented in clear and direct fashion for the average reader.

A study which deals with the “practical realities which make the work 
what it is,’ made up of numerous articles contributed by business men 
and theorists, many of which have appeared in the form of public ad- 
dresses or in special periodicals. Consider such problems as cost of 
personnel work, selection and placement, absence and vacations for 
employees.

Klein, Philip. The burden of unemployment. N.Y.Russell 
Sage foundation,1923. 260p. $2. 


A report based on an investigation of the measures taken to relieve 
unemployment in fifteen cities of the United States during the depres- 
sion of 1921-22. Among other matters the meaning of unemployment to 
the worker, community employment agencies and the work of social agen- 
cies are considered. The use of statistics and the various means of de- 
termining the employment situation in a community are also discussed. 
Particularly useful to social workers. Index. 

Berridge, William, Arthur, Cycles of unemployment in the United 
States (Publications of the Pollak foundation for economic research 4 
Bost. Houghton, 1923. 87p. $1.25. 23-10536) is a statistical study of 
cyclical unemployment during the period 1903-1922. Based on the “index” 
system, it serves as a barometer, measuring the “fluctuations of employ- 
ment and unemployment regardless of their absolute volume.”

A textbook designed for use in college classes and for business men. 
Thesis is that “it is the economics of marketing and advertising, rather 
than description or technic, which should receive most stress and which 
will contribute most to business judgment.” Author is professor of busi- 
ness administration in the University of Washington. Index.

A thorough analysis of Germany’s economic condition with the pur- 
pose of determining her “ability to continue making reparation payments, 
and to point out the bearing of international trade conditions and com- 
mercial policies upon any reparation settlement whatsoever.” Based on 
the official figures of the German government and concerned only with 
the economic aspects of the problem, it is as authoritative and as im- 
partial as any study of this nature can be.

Genial book of scholarly essays from a legal point of view, some 
biographical, some anecdotal. Author, an English judge, is eager for 
legal reform and two of the essays will perhaps be of interest only to 


the legal mind: the rest have universal appeal. Should be very popular 
with men.

Plumb, Glenn Edward. Industrial democracy, by Glenn E.

An analysis of the present industrial organization with a plan for the 
reorganization of industry on a democratic basis, by which the “investors 
of labor shall have equal rights with investors of capital.” Presents in 
outline form the plan originally devised by Plumb for the operation of 
the national transportation system, and discusses in some detail its appli- 
cation to the basic industries. Probably of little importance as a study 


in the abstract science of economics but interesting as the work of an 
earnest student of industrial problems.
